The building is being speciallv 
adapted to the requirements of the School, and will also 
contain the Little Theatre, around which much of the 
dramatic training of the School will centre, and which, 
under Mr. Forsyth’s direction, will provide the Toronto 
public with a series of productions representative of what 
is being accomplished elsewhere in Community Drama and 
Stagecraft. I he students of the School will be encouraged 
to train and qualify for work in this theatre, and it is 
hoped that it will provide a suitable means of expression, 
the spirit of which can be carried into the schools and 
community life of other centres. 

Residential accommodation under careful supervision is Re sidentiai 
provided for out-of-town students, assuring them of com- Accommodation 
fortahlc quarters and wholesome* food during their terms 
of study. As, however, the accommodation is limited, 
it is very desirable that applications for rooms should be 
made as early as possible.

Emanating from 
the school of its founder at Ceneva, it has acquired an inter- 
national reputation, and has now come to be considered 
almost an essential part of a thorough training in music and 
the dramatic arts. 

This will be the first class of its kind to be held in Canada.

Plays and scenes, selected so as to develop 
as much as possible the dramatic appreciation and acting 
ability of the student, will be rehearsed in conjunction with 
the course on the History and Literature of the Drama. 

The main feature of this training will be practice in the 
acting of the plays of Shakespeare and of representative 
modern dramatists. 

It is intended that at least one public performance shall 
be given each year by pupils of the School, and that, in 
addition, those who qualify shall be invited to assist from 
time to time in the regular public performances at the 
Margaret Eaton Theatre.
